Hif. JS^iication.-r^Power/uJ Filiation of Divine 
. I^ojvi^'^imd Canvirfion.'^Uis Appearance in 
. the Mi^iftry. 

<< 1 WAS Wn in the city of Dttblin, the 9th 
day of the 9th month, 1729. My parents 
were Hiomas and Martha Neale, who remoir* 
•ed foon after into the compafs of Edenderiry 
monthly meeting. About the fixth year ©f 
^J sg^i ^ mother died \ and foon afterj my

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;rather removed to America, and left m«, wHii 

.a brother and two lifters, under the care and 

guardianfliip of my uncle and grandmother j 

who were very tender oJF us, gave us fuch 

. fchooling as that neighbourhood afforded, and 

took care of our morals and conduA. In a 

few years my, grandmotlier ^lieds anu hsft us 

;;under the care of our unqle;vwJio removed 

to Chriftians-town, in the county>of Kildare; 

an eftate my grandfi^ther purchafed,.^and left 

. to me, if I fliould fiirvive my father, v which 

J accordingly -came to jpafs, he dying when I 

was about feventeen years of age. In my 

1 early years, -though -deferted, dr deprived of 

my parents, the I^ord my God was near and 

took me up, and at times moved upon my 

fpirit andimcltcfd my heart, before I wfell^bnew 

what it was that affefted me: .when very 

young and capable of reading the fcriptures, 

;and other wrkings tending to inftruil me .in 

-.that^which w^gopd and profitably, I fjelt my 

fpirit tendered,, and ^enjoyed a fweetnefs of 

mind that Q^ade i^e '.very fedate and grave, 

and often the tears would run down my 

iheeks : in thefe feafons I felt myfelf .very 
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comfortable ; and had a belief tli^t I was^eea' 
by tb^ all-wife Creator, who knew all things t 
but fnch impreifions foon wore off, and the 
levity of my natural difpofition got into do**- 
minion, when amongft my phy-^fellowsw Thus^ 
I went <m for fome time, when I was attacked 
by the fmalUpox; it reduced me-verylov, 
and few thought I ihould recover : in this dif- 
order, I thought I was not fit to die, and 
d^refore entered into covenant that if the 
Lord- woukl^ bring, me throughi 1 would be 
more c^r^ful of my words and afliions than 
ever I had been before. I ftill remember 
fome of the ptolpe'fts I had when lying on 
that fiek bed; btit it pleafed*" infinite^ Good- 
nefs to raife me up. I was then dboAt my 
twelfth year ; : aad after this, though I often 
remembered^ my covenant, yet aiy natural 
propenfity to youthful follies and amufements 
prevailed much, and ftifled the good refplu- 
Wons I had formed, fo that, not keeping to 
the fenfe that waft awakened i;n my mind, I 
t»o much forgot the vifitations I had been 
favoured with from the gracious Hand of 
merctful Help^ and not being enough reftrain-

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ed, I took Ubarri^ hi htrfitihg, colirfeig, tn* 
Aootihg,' whereby I waar iritroducfti mtfo wtL'^ 
prcxfitable company, which clten lay* a fetrfi--^ 
datioh for repentance 5 and as I gre^ in y^ai# 
ihy paffion for thefe amui^mto'19^ ij^ci^fed^ 
fe that I was hufried on^ as with a tdrreiit, 
into irreglilafities that ledd t^ the cfiamberi^ 
of death. 

Thus I e6ntihuW tfll my fethcr's d«atfi>' 
whichj as already m^mionedi iprsd sitkhst! 
iny fevettteenth year j about whkh timd I 
had a dawn oJF ftnfa given, that my life W5t§^ 
teiy unprbfitably fp^it. ! fcnew but liktl^ of 
bufinefe, and was defirous of being placed m 
fome linci of Irfe, by which I might be elxa-r* 
bled, in addition to my income, to live t-epn- 
laWy amongft men, and follbw fome bufinefs^ 
fo as to be feept out of idtenefs: in confer 
^tjence irhtreof, when abont eighteen years 
of age, I W2^ plated with a merchant in.X)isb-f 
lift, a very feilfibl^f hutnane man, to ferve 
iini till I QiovM be. twenty^wie. In this fitu-^ 
ition I wafs as muck, or ^ore expdfed ttemr 
before : for having mohey of my ovm, I cdik» 
ti'affled ac^ueahtance t<rith ihaiiy young peoplo 



m that city, very injurious to my growth? ia 
that which was good ; and beiag remarkably 
aAive and ftrong, and excelling moft- in^ a 
variety of bodily exercif^s> it made m6 vain, 
and emulation {M*ompted me to endanger my 
health, by abuiing the flrength with which 
Providence had endued me for better pur- 
pofes. In this time of l^rvitude I got inti- 
mate with feveralyouag^men in the college,. 
I believe fome of the moit moral that were' 
there, and I took liberties inconfiftcnt with the 
principles in which I was educated. We 
ibme^imes fre^juented the .play-houfe^ and 
after tjiefe amufements^ and 1 was on my re- 
txsm home,, Oh I the ^xiety and remoife 
that covered my mind, and overwhelmed my 
fpiiit. I was then willing to covenant to be 
more careful in future, and avoid what now 
ieemed fo diftreffing ; but when thofe feafons 
of dive^-iion. approached, I felt, my inclination 
arife.with r-edoubled flrength, and my paffion 
for gratifying it, like a mountain infurmount-^ 
ablev fo I went, Hke a man bereft of under- 
ftanding;. when all was over, I was ready to 
accuikmjfelf as. one of the weaked of mos*

tab, and to ie'plcfr^ tny tmBfediiie&s^W^t 
of refohitiwi. Thti^I coirtintied for t cbiftfi- 
derable part of tile Oxrei yea». I rpfc^t m 
fiuttin, fimring, Sftd dtplorihg my weakn^fe,, 
ahd coimtihSbn of thbft tfiiiigs tfcat after- 
tirards fttiiig fikea fef^pttit awd bit lite an ad- 
der. At p^icMar ttme» wlien fitting kk 
meetings, I#as fenfible of the vhttre of trutfe>, 
and was very much feoHght down ahd lium- 
Mdd in my mind: m^ afibciate w^ould cry 
out, « This is a i*e*igibtis fe, coMe let us take 
^ a coach and go to tte Pai*i Vhck'Todtf or 
^ fotoe foch pfecfe, aiid dHve ii ai^yV^ aihd 
thus the good Sffirit was comiterafled by thofe 
who were not fiibjeft to iti gOvermAent, but 
agents to him who rules in the chikhreii of 
difobecSence, and kee^^ idbombgt mddark-^ 
iiefs. 

I remember in an afiemobh tofMiHg^j « 
valuable friend wacs concerned to fpeA in a 
prophetic line, that the Lord woul^ Tifit dii^ 
youth, and pour forth of his Spix9t u|>on. 
tb6m, and raife up Samueb for himftBF: I 
thought &e looked fteadity towaS^dstoe, and 
Tier words made a deep Imjpreffibir i}it mi^i 
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tiftt endeavours were ufed tbat feme eveftfng: 
to eradicate thefe impreffiorisi which, through^ 
#feakiiefs and frailty, were but too fuccefs- 
ftlr fo that I feared I ftoiild never Be aWe 
to ftatxd Ihy grocKid, and was almoft perfoaded 
U> give over firiving. Bu€ my gracious and 
good Lord ftlll f6yo#ed me With fa& k>vmg 
tchkl^ei^^ aM'at tiiMs created aihop^ that I^ 
li^ht ove^re^in^ the^ m^tmH of m^i^ own 
bouTifc t ^md-in time> U^ed^be his holy Name^

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^qpQwn^ and become a caft-awaj; great ai9e 
his mercies, he (till continues to be long-fuf- 
fering, and abundant in goodne(s and truth to 
poor rebellious man : ftrivlng by his good Spi- 
rit to draw him ficom. fin. and iniquity, and 
calling him as out of Egyptian darknels and 
bondage^ to come into the glorious hberty of 
being his fon ^ as is* exprefled in (acred writ, 
^ Out of Egypt bavft I called my fon :'^ and 
though this alludes taour Uefled Lord's con|^ 
ing out of Egypt, when his> life was fought liy 
Herod, it alfo applies to mankind in genec^I 
m fin, and in< their natural ftate, which m^ 
be juftly ftyled Egyptian darkneis and bon- 
dage ; to whom the call is, by the Spirit^ of 
•ur Lord Jefiis, to come out of this finfiil 
ftate^ wknefs the new Inrth, and be baptized 
by his puce fpiritual baptiim,. the Holy Ghoft 
and fire, which purges .the flopr of the h#a«l,

DWiHg tkis t&ne I had: a vifitatlott from the 
Moft ifligh, by a fevef and agtre, which* 
Srotight me very low ; my folrmer covenant- 
appeared frefli in my remembrance, and-I Was 
wir afriaid to aflc, becatife before I dW not 
fNerfofm. I continued for feihe tkM in a IbW 
cthfidftiohi until infinite Clo6dneft reftored rhe 
^ck more to health, to try my fidelity \ but,- 
tb my fhame aiid confai?on, I ran iiitb greater 
evil's than ever: thus uhgratfeful and hard- 
hearted, I could fiilly fuBffcraje to that decla^ 
xation, <« The heart of maii is deceitful above 
♦* all filings, and defperatel^ wicked.** I 
feeifaed running the full length of my chain; 
liiy convi£Hdn aiicf temorfe were at times* 
ftrohg, but company and the levity of my 
temper quenched thefe convlftions, and F 
went on towards deftru^trdh, in i*ebellibn and^ 
^Ibbediehce agaihfi: the divine Mohitbri 
which, m boundl(^fs mercy, ftill followed me;. 
I continued in this ff^te until I was my crvirii? 
miafler, when^i intending to pay a vifit t6^ 
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Munfter^ to foi^m acqualixtances aad IbBbir* 
fome bufinefs, I prepared, for . my .journey^ 
equipped like a young man of the world, had-a /^ 
livery fervant, and fet forward in good fpirtts > 
o^ my expedition* . As I^paffed along^ JtcailedJ 
at Paddock) where MaryPeifley lived,., to ^sen-- 
quire after her health and-^that of thecfamily;^ 
my uncle Samuel Neale accompanied me, we.

^f -hutiger liid thirft after righteottfhefs 
.were great : I delighted m.uch in reading and 
retirement ; worldly things had no charms 
for me at this feafon, wh^n the new crea* 
tion began to dawn : althou^, at times, I 
felt that the .monnt i;^ ]^faii was on fire, and 
the confajtoing ^.thereof hard to bear, yet it 
Was nece^ry, iii ^er that I might witnefs a 
new heaven an^ a-^ew e^artfi, wherein sdone 
right eoufnefs ;,caji dyfelU I went with them 
fo many meetings, and ftill heavenly Good 
attended me, which .^coura^d me to per- 
fevere, and refplve to be fteadfaft.

TkilBwas abottfi the nudcUe of tEe fumxhelr' 
of 1751, and in the twenty-fecond year of 
my age. I journeyed homdward in great hea« 
vinef» ; fear feized on me left I ihould not be 
able to ftand my ground amongft my intimates 
:md acqu2kintahce^ profeflbrs aM profane $ 
being well kndwH in that great aiid populous 
city, and having had many proofs of my own 
irnfteadinefi and fotgfetfufififcrfe, ' wlifjn hereto* 
fore favoured with the* twidering iheddings 
of th^ cdnvi£tibn»Hof truth cHi^^^.mlhd. At 
times I had thaught^ ^ leaving thekingidomi 
aoid refiding iti £n|[iani^/^ (n^ar Tome v^uabW

than amongft my acquaintaiices in my own 
•ountry, who fo of&e# allured and drew me 
from the* paths Ijf purky, into the ptirfuit of 
Ijrtng vaiiiti^^.- Thus I reafoned with flefh 
and blood) -but I was inftrufted to fee that He 
who vifitfed tne, was able to preferve me, if I 
would bilt be ftibjeft and obedient to hid

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Thefe intimations quieted my mindj and I re^ 
folved ta meet ridicule, reviling, and even 
perfecution itfelf, for the fake of Him, whom 
I.was refolved to follow, as I felt ftrength. 

In this ftate.of mind I. returned t.o Dublin, 
and kept pretty quiet, :atten4ed meetings, and 
mingled with a few feleft friends. In this my 
weak ftate I. frequently weiit .through bye- 
ways and la^€s,to avoid my old acquaintances, 
feeling the crofs heavy whep I mjet .^hem, and 
fpoke th^^ plain language.;- as many, you rtg 
people edjicated; in ow fode^y alfo do •, g^ujid 
this is much to be r^etted, for it \^ the 
l^gtiage fpoken by our bleffed Lof d, and hi^ 
difciple*, by the pau-iajrphsj and proph^, aAdi 
pur principles flri^ly enjpin us to fpeak it to. 
all meTi j but alas ! many are unfaithful, which 
makes them unfruitful in - works, of rigjbf e- 
oufnefs. 

This brings to my ^ r^menjibr^we a paffage

Ae €<>witt!d, s#4 W^ alhjuned tO' ^4drefs him 
^9 a quaket 1 1 thwefore entered into an en- 
gagement that it ever I wenf agwn, I would 
tddref& him in the jAain lapgi^age. The fea* 
£bn came tha^ I W9» t<i go, s^id I was warned 
a my minfif ixi remftjpber my engagement : I 
went in fome degree <tf fears he was juft ftep- 
ping iuto hi?^ c^^ch to go to th^ country : when 
I addrefled him a§ a quaker,- h^^'^ry politely 
received me> aiid treated me as if 1 had been 
fifs equal: when I had drnjen^y^bufinefs, I 
returned wi^ a pleafure f^jc twmfcejiding any . 
thing I had' felt bjefore^ for fuch aa aft of obe- 
dience. I thought I could leap as an hart^ I 
felt fuch fevard JQy„ iatisfaftion, and con- 
folation : fo that I wpuld have the beloved 
youth soind their guide^ and not difhonour 
that of Cod in thetn 5 for as we are faith- 
fal in a Ettle, f^ flball be m^de rulers over - 
mpre. . ^ ^ 
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I flaid In Dublin anlbngft my friends, at J 
ttnded meetings conftantly, and fometirties 
met a felc€t nthnber at Samuel Judd's, where 
I was : often Teff^fhed arid comforted j the 
Lord was pleafed to be with me, contriting 
my fpirit and humbling me under his ttrightf 
hand. The mount of Efiiu was ftill on fire, 
which at limes was very aflFefting and hard to 
be borne; and were it not foir the Diving 
hand that fuftained, I could not have abode 
the fierceneft of the furnace : but it» is a gnn 
dual work and muft be 'accompliflied ; thcL. 
kingdom of fin and fatan muft be deftroyed, 
before the kingdom of the holy Jefus, becomes 
eftablifhed in the hearts of men. 

The hbufe of Saul grew weaker and weak- 
er, and the houfe of David ftronger and 
ftronger, until it became eftablifhed : fo, in a 
i-cligious fenfe, converfion is a gradual work ^ 
the finful iiature declines by the efficacy of 
the baptifm of the Holy Ghoft and fire, which 
purges the floor of the heakt, and makes it a 
Bt teiiiple for the Spirit of the Son of God 
to dwell in. This caufes a ftrong combat, a 
fevere conflift, in which the poor creature 
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fiiffers deep probation and tribulation j but 
it is the way to virtue and glory, and is the 
heavenly preparer of paths to walk in accept-* 
ably to God : who, gradually earring on his 
own work in the mid ft of fuflFering, vifitsby 
his life-giving prefence, to animate, cheery 
and enable the drooping foul to hold on its 
way V and fo, by this invifible and glorious^ 
work, the day of redemption draws nighj 
and the poor pilgrim goes from ftr-ength to 
ftrength, and from one degree of experience 
to aiKrther, rejoicing in the Lord Jehovah, 
the God of th« fpirits of all flefh, until the 
work be completed : thep the poor traveller 
can fay v " it is not of him that willeth, nor 
«* of him that runneth, but of God that ihew- 
«< eth mercy." It is he thatworks, both to yriU 
and to do, of his good pleafu^re, by bis holy 
Spirit, as the temple is clean and is kept in 
that fta([e, -which is only to b^ done, as we 
tjike heed to the power a|id fpirit of our Lord 
Jefus Chrift3 the Cgptain of our falvation, 
watching and praying that we enter not into 
t^mptatipn : then and not till then^ flxall the 
temple of our bwt becka^.^, .^:. . 



After Thad fpetii fom6- tfene in DuMin, tttf ' 
<ear friend Garratt Van Haflen^ having an 
kiclination to ga to Mountmelick^ to fee 
friends there away in their families, I felt an 
ilicUnation to accompany hitn, of which he 
feemed gkd. When there, he was joined'by 
James Gough) and they invited me to fitwith 
them in the families they vifited : I wte fenfi^i- 
ble of Divine good in moft of the families,^ 
and had fome openings fimilar to thofe fpoken 
of by them in their reHgious communications, 
which was a ftrength to my mind. I remem<^' 
h%p in one &mily there was nc^ing fald, no 
openings in miniflry, and in th^t family my^ 
mind was much fhut up, I feh no openings of 
light or comfort, whiofe^ made mo believe I 
had fbmething of a fenfe fueh''arthefe>^w(Mr'-' 
thy friends had, an<f this W2» iome encourage- 
ment to me in my infant ftatew I kept on- 
with them in the fervice until they had con*-- 
eluded; in general I was favoured in fpirit, 
being often tendered a?id contrited before the 
Lord Almighty, and, I hope, ft?etlgthened i» 
living experience. On our return, we c^led 
tt ChriftianVtown, and ftayed' a few nights^ 
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there, vrheve I met with a remarkable occiuv 
rence ; I had been ufed m former times to 
walk out with my gun and dog : it was a re* 
' tired way of amufing myfelf, in which I 
thought there was no harm ; and reafoning 
after this manner, though I was very thought- 
ful about leading a new life, yet, I. now went 
out as formerly : I remember I ihot a brace of 
woodcocks, and on my return home it rained, 
and I went to ftielt^ myfelf, by A ftack of 
corn, when it^ ftruck my mind aa sin impro- 
priety, thus to wafte my time in- this way o£ 
amufement, fo I retuteed, rather heavy heart- 
ed ; dear. Garratt and liodged together ; and 
next morhiiig;; he a&edi me if fl was awakcu 
Itold him I was 5^;" I havefcHiifething' to.'fay* 
ta thee," faid ^, T bid hhn fey on j «. It ha$i 
beeo," feidhe,..<^5iS' if ah a«gcl had fpoken 
to me, to bid^ tihee' put away thy gun, and I 
believe it is pnopei; .that thoju. iliQuldft ; p^t.

We returned to IM>Un foon after, and I* 
ftaid there, attending meetings, and keying 
ais much as I well could in iblitudey^utidl dear 
Jofeph Tom*y, feelii^ a conceisn t6 vifit* a fewr 
meetings in the country, I was made willing 
to accompany ^Ehnw^ In ' thi^joimieyy I way 
under a deep exercife of mind and great ftrug- 
glings b^etween flefli and fpirit^' which none 
ftUy knew-burthe^pCKi^irk/th^feaQrch^ 
sA things, and eomprehendeth 9|ll -ftates udd:- 
€<mditioiiSi ^ We i wents t to B^Hitore, and; imoi * 
the Goimly of Carlaw ; Jofe;^ w^ clothed: 
with gi^e^t aQth{mty in hi^-mimftry, and, was 
made a /nurimg father to mem this. little jour<« 
ney by day- and by mght, for we lay nuich 
awake,* in ^eattenderne& and contrition o£ 
^irit, fo ''that I may indeed {ay, I watered 
my pillow with m^ tears, I felt fomething 
Hke a fire in diy breafl: that glowed wkh unb- 
o^amon heat: it gradiiatty Uko^afed, ai^ was 



f fimt up diere lall^ we came to MdtmtratlnBeiet* 
ing» wkere, as I fatj I felt a great concern to 
f»y a iew words^ whkb deeply affe&ed my 
wkole frame^ And made me^ tremble exceeds 
ingly. After muck reafoning, I yieklai obe^ 
. dience^. which gave- me ^great eafe $ my peace 
.flowed abundantly, and I ieemed quite in an^. 
other ftate. My companion had an excellent 
opportunity to preach the gofpel to the pco- 
pk, and the meeting ended in a very ibl^sin 
frame. This was the 16th of the 12th 
month, 1751. My beloved ^friend Mary 
>Peifley was prefent at this awful dedication Of 
the temple of my heart, and I belieVe had 
great fympathy with me, being de^ly ^ape^ 
.rienced in the way and working of truth, and 
an eminent inftrument in the Lord's hand for 
promoting truth and .right eoufhefs amongft 
men. After this I kept very ftiM and quiet, 
was much inward with the Spirit in my own 
iieart, 4ind delighted in reading and medita- 
tion; We went from Mountrath to Edender- 
^ry, and were there at a marriage: there were 
feveral people at it befides friends : I went in 
'Sn^seck fear jto this meeting, but I was 4ielped 
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to bear my t^ftknonyi and my coQq>ahion liad 
an excelknt open feafon amongft tliem. , We 
went from Edenderry to Dublin^ where I bad 
much reafoning with fleflx and blood, fuch as, 
what would th? people think or fay of fuch 
to one as I, who had been a. gay yoimg maHi 
a libertine and a perfecutoc of the holy Jefusj 
in his fpiritual appearance, to appear now as 
a preacher of righteoufnels. 

When the meeting day came, my fears in- 
creafed, and in this ftate I went to meeting ; 
it was on a firft day, there was a very large 
gathering, amongft whom were divers of my 
aflbciates and old companions. I was concern- 
ed ta bear my teftimony, which I did in great 
fear and trembling: the fubjeft was Paul's 
converfion; << Saul, Saul, why perfecuteft 
«« thou me ?" it was fpoken in great broken- 
nefs, I did not fay much, but it had an extra- 
ordinary . reach over the meeting ; many pre- 
fent wept aloud, and for a confideilable fpace 
of time* After meeting I endeavoured to get 
away unperceived, though one man (not of our 
foctety) caught me in his arms and embraced 
me. Thus was I fuftained and ftrengthened 
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in my fetting out in the work of the miniftr^'i 
and had an evidence that the people were 
much reached, and powerfully affected that 
day. 

Afterwards I waded through divers exer- 
cifes, and felt deep baptifms attend me, fof 
my further purification j and, on account of 
the people, whofe ftates I muft feel, if I mi- 
niftered aright.*'"

<* IN a few days aftjer, dear William Brown 
arrived from America, a faithful minifter and 
an experienced elder, who wanted a compa- 
nion 5 I was fpoken to on the fubjeft, and, 
after receiving the advice of my friends, and 
feeling my way open, I agreed to go with him, 
which I hope proved a bleffing to me. 

During his ftay in Dublin, preparing for 
his journey, he laboured faithfully in the 
vineyard: there feemed an open door, the 
change in me awakened the minds of feveral 
of the youth, who were greatly ftruck with 
it, an4 indeed it was a day of vifitation to 
many. 
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W€ leftlhd>lin in the ift month 1752, and 
vHked the iundry meetings of friends through 
the nation, both in the piurtkuhur aad:pro« 
vince meetiiigs,. as they occurred in our tiray j 
holding meetings alfo in divers phKdes, where 
there were none of our fociety refident. We 
had to experience that the God of our fore- 
fathers manifefts himfelf to be near thofe 
whom he commiffions and feods forth as iheep 
among wolves ; and that it is tiot the wife of 
this world by whmh he fpee^ but thofe who 
are anointed with the holy undtion, poured out 
of his heavenly, horn. The divine power was 
ever the fptrits of many of the people^ which 
confirmed me in the belief, that the Lord will 
fend his fervants. to invite thofe that are as in 
the highways and hedges to the fupper of the 
Lamb. At the laft meeting we attended in 
this journey, we were made partakers of the 
heaUng, fweetening virtue of truth, and were 
mercifully fuftained throughouti by the invtr 
fible omnipotent Arm, that never fails thofe 
whotruft in it. 

Returning to Dublin, .we attended the na# 
tional meeting in the 5th month. When, 
D2 
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liaviDg obtained the concurrence of ttiy friends, 
we embarked for England, arrived at Liver-' 
pool the 10th, and the 15th got to London. 
We had feveral precious opportunities during 
our ftay there, though my fpirit was deeply 
baptized, under a fenfe of my own unworthi- 
nefs, and on account of the liberties taken by 
many who make a high and holy profeffion. 
In this yearly meeting my fpirit was much 
humbled within me; the heart tendering 
power and virtue of truth broke in upon me ; 
and I thought if I fpent fuch a feafon every 
year of my life it would be truly profitable. 
The meetings for difcipline, as well as fhofe 
for worihip, were very confolatory : my fpirit 
was much broken and contrited before thf 
Moft High, and I walked in great fear.*' 

He proceeds to give an account of his jour- 
ney, in company with William Browp, thro* 
fome parts of England, Holland and Germany, 
which, beipg very circiunftantial, it is thought 
beft to omit it, except a few interefting par^ji- 
cuhrs, which fc^ow. 
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« On the ^th of 6th month, we fet out 
for the yearly meeting of Woodbridge, and 
during the time thereof, we were frequently 
overlhadowed by the goodnefe and glory of 
our God, and the teftimpny went forth in 
good authority and power. 

The 3d of .7th month, went on board a 
floop at Yarmouth, and, through the good- 
nefs of a gracious God, landed the 5th at Rot- 
terdam. On the 8th, we got to Amfterdam : 
were at meeting jt^^ere, and, bleffed be the 
name of the Lord our God, we were owned 
by his living prefence. In this city we ftai4 
for fome time, viiiting the families of friends; 
exhorting them ; as trutfi opened our way, and 
gave us tongue and utterance. I was very 
thankful in feeling what rl didamcmgft them : 
my ipirit was D?iuch united to fome ftates there, 
and though I could not; converfe with them, 
yet there was an union and feUowihip . in fpi- 
rit, unknown to mer^, worldly. minded meii. 
From hence we proceeded to,Ofnabmfgh> &^. 
and on tiie 23d of l^th rn9xM4^> . WWt pQ board 
the packet boat at Hel;voetAuy%. and, t][]a:ou^ 
the continued condefcenfiori of the invifible 
D3 
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Arm of power, arrived fafe at Harwich the 
• 24th. 

The 4th of firft month 1753, my compa- 
nion refting a few days, I was at Spiceland; 
where were Mercy Bell and her companion 
Ph^be Cartwright : here I was made acquaint- 
ed with thefe friends* concern, to go to the 
market place, and ftreet adjacent in Exeter, 
which bowed my fpirit : I ^vas baptized with ^ 
them, and ^ encouraged them to faithfulneft. 
We fpent the Evening in a fblid frame of 
tnind, under the confideration of this weighty 
exercife : it appeared to me in fuch a manner,, 
us made me apprehend that it was my duty to 
accompany them, and 'my companion aflent- 
ing thereto, I freely gave up, not without 
firft weighing it well, fearing, by being too 
forward, I might rather hinder the fertice; 
, and knowing th^t the Almighty was as fuffi- 
"cient to work by one, (inafinuch.as it was his 
will to work inftrumeritally) as by a thoufanA 
Thus, fecretly deflring to be direft^d aright, ai 
feeling fenfe opened tb go, which I believe 
was ftrengtheiling ta thenu 



Oh th« 5th in the momingi accompaniecf 
by Willian* and Thoaias Byrd, we fet ouf, 
and got to the throng of the market between 
twelve suid one a'clock: after a time of filencej 
Mercy Bell was concerned in fervent fupplica- 
tion for aid and ftrength to fiilfil what flie 
thouglit to be her duty^ We then walked up 
to the market place, where {he delivered what 
was on hermmd : ixr. companion was Hkewife 
concerned tb warn the people to repent, for 
the day of the Loud came as a thief in the 
night. They^ proceedei throfugh- the ftreet 
and often flopped,, the- people flocked about 
us in great numbers, and many were reached^ 
and although there were divers hardened arid 
ftiflP-necked, yet, in general, they Irftened with 
attention and fobernels. Thus thefe friends 
continued dboit three hours, regardlefs of the 
contempt and mocking of the profane. The , 
,word being im my heart, wais pilt into my 
mouth, and I exhorted them to turn to the 
tLord, and he would have mercy, but if tlwy 
fiorfpok him and lived a life of unrighte6uf- 
nefs, they would^ with the .nktibfas of all thofe 
that forget God, be turned into mifery : and. 



for thus bearing my teftimony for. the truth o( 
my God, I had the reward of fweet peace. ' 

We appointed a meeting for the inhabit;ints 
to begin at five o'clock, which wa^ very large | 
and, as ability was. given, we declared the truth. 
JML. BeU had an open time amongft them, to 
the fatlsfaftioji of. moft, if not all prefent, and 
the meeting concluded with fuppltcation and 
praife to Him, who fits and quaU^ies f6r every 
work and ferviCe. In this city,- there are fome 
profeflSing the bleffed truth, who are like the 
Rulers of old, that believed, but did not C()I^^ 
fefs, bepaufe they loved the praife ^f. men more 
thaii the praife of God. 

Next morning I joined my former di^ar com- 
panion, and on the 23d we camef to Briftol, 
.where his indifpofition reridered itjaeccflkry 
ior him to reft again> and I, Ending my way 
open homewards, acquainted him therewith. 
Jt was no fmall <xercife to me ' to leave Tiirn, 
^owas made: as a father to me in! jcounfebwad 
advice : may it incite to a faithful pfeffeve^c^, 
aaoai caufemyfout^ta be aftive ine^ery poidt 
<if duty; as 1 telieve his i»a?. // ; f ,^ n 
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I Aaid in BriAol until the I ft of the feconcf 
month, was at feveral meetings^ and can fayv 
the Lord was pleafed to- be with me and to» 
ftrengthen me : for ever magnified 1^ his eter- 
nal Name, for all his^ mercies to my fotil. 

. On taking leaveof my dear companion, we 
hod a religious fittings wherein we were mutu- 
ally comforted^ and had to belieTe, that, a9 
the Lord our God jbined us together, fo in hi» 
wifdom he Separated us, and in his love we 
parted. I proceeded to Gloucefter and Wor^-r 
ceftar J at the latter piace I met my endeared 
friend and fitter Catharine Payton ^ here we 
renewed that acquaintance which was begun« 
in the truth. I ftaid both meetings on firfr 
day, which were remarkably fatisfaAory to* 
me : the pure life fuccoored, audi was helped 
to difchargd myfelf beyond my expeftation^- 
In the evening^ we had the company of feve* 
ral friends in a religious fitting, which was: 
very refireihing and comforting; and' though 
the appr^enfion of being fingly at thatmeet- 
ing had been trying, and fearfulnefs had co^^ 
vered my mind v yet my good Mafter made it 
eafy and joyful to me> additionally ii, by cafi^ 
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ing hk ferrant's lot there at tbe fame iktt&f. 
who was fo great an mftrument in his gracious^ 
hand towards my convincemedt and ceoKrer- 
fioQ : for Wjiich continual mercies may I be 
favoured to hear^ with huitiUty and.aittentiony 
die words that he copdefGnkb to fpesdc to my 
ibuly that fo I may obey, and witnefs true peace' 
to flow in my bofom : fovy at this time t caJte 
£iy, all that I cra^ze is» ability to .wor&ip the^ 
iofinbe AU->wiie Beieg aright in fpirit and iii.r 
truths : . 

, I ardred in Dublin the 21ft of 2d month; 
175% and, attended the meetings as the^l UOt 
incou^fe^ until i alter our national niEeeti0g$: 
when^ with therconcurr^c^ of my friends^ I; 
fet out- for the yeartjp meeting .in London;, 
where were many friiends of gjceat weight t 
here I was rtnewedly convinced of the excel- 
lency of our principles, and of. the bleflfed 
unioa of th^ faithful^ and that no weapon, 
formed againft themlhould proiper; but that 
the Lord of Power would be a fun tmd a 
{hield to all who put their tnift in him. Thii 
was a memorable meeting, many living tefti^ 
mcmies were borne to the pure truth> and onr 
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cofoiiflg vasr.as a crown of ^oiy and a ctiiu 
xlem of beauty; in which ftatewe worihipped 
the Lord our God; 

Soon after my! setiursl took: a |>lace in Um 
country, intebdin^to refide there : it was an 
agreeodile fdrttid«, frgg from nbife and horry^ 
and:rdlievingtbine,an that feafoa of baptiiiii 
aiid:iieiSnemesit. ' ISiis: place was within the 
compafs.of Edettderry: monthly meeting, and 
Raithangan pairticniar mcetkigi which,, ^abont 
^us time^ had a firefhivifitation extended from 
theMoft'High:^ w« often fat under the de^ 
Ibendings of Divine Love, in which we ftelt 
much tendemefs and brokenaeis of fpirit, 
and therein grew^ in virtue and greennels, 
tending to make fruitful in every good word 
and work, and there was an increafe in fpirt^ 
tual riches. After I was. fettled in my new 
habitation, twas very careftil to attend qu»r» 
terly, province and nati<mal meetings, as they 
fell in courfe with other religious fervices.'* 

The remaining part of this work has been 
extrafted from a diwy; which- it appears he 
kept f«mi the -year. 1754, to the year. before 
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Iris dc^A, refpe^mg which he ^xjMreffes him^ 
felf thtts: 

" The remarks penned in'paffingalong. are> 
and have teen, inftroftive tprmy own ftate. 
The impreffioni made under Divine ipflaenca 
^re certainly highly beneficial and lafting, if 
we keep as we ought, in humility and fear*" 
' •* Haviirg felt a dcau^t, for fome time; to 
attend the yearly meeting in Ldndda, as alfo 
to viiit, Scotland, I took fhipping for Farkgate 
the 26th of 5th. month 1756, ahd landed the 
28th. After attending the yeafly meeting, I 
ftaid in and about London till the 23d of 7th 
month:- when, being at Gracechurch-ftreet 
meeting in the forenoon, I experienced the 
renewings of inward life ahd peace, as a re- 
ward for my labours and ^xercifes in that city, 
and had caufe to be humbled in mind, and to 
return; thattkfgiving and praife to the Author 
©f every bleflSaig, indeed, worthy for ever and 
evermore. Amen. 

I left London ahd had maiiy meetings on 
my way to Edinburgh, which place I reached 
the 22d of 8th nlonthj ajid was at tWo meet- 
ings therejj. it being firft d«y : divers of other 
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teligious perfua^ons came ia, whoj thoi^h 
fight in their behaviour at firft, became yerjj 
folid. The xfieetiiig ended to more contei^t- 
ment . than I expefted, confidering the wide 
and diftant walking of fome| from the pri|i- 
ciple they profefe. The 26th had a meeting 
at Uriej, and though it was my lot to fuffer 
much, yet the Lord my God was pleafed to 
favour me with his divine and heavenly aid, 
and to bear up my head, and to fupport my 
fpirit, fo as to clear myfelf of what feemed 
my place to deliver, which was very clofe and 
jfharp. Had meetings, much to my fatisfac- 
tion, at Kingfwells, Aberdeen, Inverury, 
•Stonehive and Qld Meldrum : there was, be- 
longing to the latter meeting, a fenfible body, 
concerned at heart for the growth and in- 
<reafe of truth. " . 

The 11th of 9th month came to Glafgow, 
and had two meetings. Here nay companion, 
Thomas Crudfon, and I parted J ^« returned 
home byway of Carlifle: and, on the 13th^ 
I fet forward for Port-patrick, where I arrived 
the 15th; and next day landed at Donagha- 
dee. Tlie 19th| was at the qiiapttrly meet* 
E 
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itsg lield near BalUfid^ity ; here I met wy 
deat friends &• H. and S. VT. vn^'^hopi 1 
0no6k, in gofpel fellow&ip, df the fruit of 
ihe tree oHi£e, and was refrefhed in a holy 
and fVireet communion. W«.were hvoxtred 
logether^ and the meeting ended in thankC* 
^iving^ and praife to Him who lives fdr ever ; 
ptepzres them himfelf^ and teaches how and 
^hen to offer them -up to his holy and glo* 
f ious Name^ 

The 28th,. after having irifiteA feveral meet- 
ings in UMler provin<;e, i ^returned hpDare, and 
Jbund my family Well; ifor which, and all 
other bleflings and mercies^ may living praifti 
and adoration be aibribed to the inexhauftibl« 
Source of all good. A^ien 1 

3d of 1 Hh montli. Havsfeig loftg had a ptoC

fitter in the Faith, Mary Peifley, and, being 
defirous to manifefk that ray dependency was

« Lord make me to know my €itd, ami "ihe 
meafure of my days, that I may^now how 
firail I am :" tim knowledge conveys fear, and 
incites to a ftate of preparaticm, to loofen the 
affeAions from worldly enjoyments, which are 
fleeting and fluftuating: for it is certain we 
brought nothing into the world, neither can 
we carry any thing out pf it : and hating

13th of 3d month. We prefented our maf* 
riage the fecond'time. In the evening I ac- 
companied my beloved friend, with others 
appointed, to a few families : in one of which, 
fhe direfted her teftimony to the vifitors, m 
fuch a manner, as much affefted our fpirks : 
flie fpoke of the pillars of a houfe, in an 
outward building, the fewer they were, the 
greater weight or burden they had to bear : 
fo, in the Lord's houfe, thofe who were faith- 
ful and upright, muft expeft to feel weight, 
and the fewer they were in tiumber the greater 
weight muft they expeft to feel : fhe menti- 
oned the neceifity of flanding firm ; and had 
encouragement for fuch. 

The 17th, being the day of our marriage, 
many friends and others attended : it was *a 
folid, comfortable, and inftrui£tive meeting.

He landed tjxe J8tk of 4^ month, 1770^ 
at NcwcafUe, near Philaddpiaiau 

Tt appears, th»t he paid a very exteiifive 
and acceptable vifit to friends' in North Ame- 
rica, in which he was diligently engaged till 
the time of his departure, the 10th ot 8tli 
ffumtb, 1772. Many iAftruftive remarks are 
ccmtained in his account of this journey and 
"fifit; and, by the following extracts, it li 
evident, that he was favoured with bed help 
in the courfe of his labours, and felt the

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fweet incomes ofr peace^.* on his retiurn 
home. 

« 21ft of 10th month, 1770, firft day. I was 
at three meetings. The morning meeting, 
was ; a feafon of much refreflunent to my 
mind : the afternoon meeting was iblid ; and 
that, in Ae evening, was attended with im- 
preffions of Divine .Favour, which raifed 
thankfulnefs in my heart: the Lord our God 
is gracious and merciful !

6th of 5th' month. At the quaijterly meet- 
ing in Philadelphia ; the meetii^ for bmfiners 
was held, after a fitting in filenq*, ' tp prepare

I had. fomething to fay in 'this meeting, but

An Account rf bis Illnrfs in 17 SS.^^Te/Kmony 
concerning him, containing a further Account 
of his religious Services j and an Account of 
his Death. 

XxFTER his return from America, lie many 
times vifited the meetings of firiends in divers 
parts of this nation and England. 

In the year 1786, he was vifited with a fe- 
vere illneft, which continued feveral weeks : 
after his recovery he writes thus : «« The Doc- 
tors attended from the 21ft of the 9th month, 
for about eleven weeks, in which time I went 
through abundance of bodily fuffering; the 
Lord was good and gracious, and replenifhed 
my mind in an extraordinary manner, and 
opened the foimtain of life in me to fpeak to 
divers ftates and conditions ; many of whom 
were deeply affefted under the influence 
thereof. Th? inward fupport I felt was very 



riemarfeable ; the patience and refignatioii of 
my mind, amidft the violent pain attending, 
wais marvellous in my own eyes ; the fympa- 
thy of my friends, far and ncarj was very 
fuftaining^ and I look; upon it as one of the 
greateft bleffings in this life, next to Divine 
favour, to have the unity of our friends^ in 
the time of Bodily affliction.** 

After this time he feldom had. good health, 
though frequently engaged in religious ftr- 
vices, — ^In the year 1788,. h^ wrote^thjas r 

« 15th of 12tlxm9ntb, 1786. Not well of 
late ; my mind feels mercifully refigned to thj 
great Lord and Mafler : — ^I find my natural 
flrength gradually declining, and a great 
change in my conftitutiogii fince the fevere ill- 
nefs I had about two years ago* My greateft. 
confolation is,, that Thave faithfully difcharged 
my duty to the beft of my knowledge, and 
followed the pointings of the Heavenly Shep- 
herd who went before me, and fuftained in 
the performance of his own requirings, blefled 
be his holy Name for ever, faith my fouj. 
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The confideration of thefe things is now a 
ftaflF of fupport to lean upon in my prefent 
declining ftate of health. I may in reverence, 
acknowledge that fince jcay feet have been 
turned to follow the Lord^ my Godj he has 
blefled me in bafket and in ftore ; has hitherto 
helped me in a fpiritual fenfe^ and made n>e, 
to hope in his falvation, which is as a crowa 
of rejoicing to me in my prefent confine* 
ment.** 

Some further particulars of his life^ and an 
Mcount of his death, which was on the S7th 
of 9d mcmthi 1799, are cot^ined in the fol* 
lowin|[ teftimony. 
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A T(fiimonyfrtm tie Miffs Meeting of Cork, 
concernifjg Ssmuel NeaU, de^tafidt. 

AS the Lord hath leen meet to deprive us 
of a living minifter of the gofpel, mifed iip^ 
qualified^ and. fuftained by the influence of 
His Holy Spirit } whofe extcnfive labours of 
lovej after a long refidence amongft us> are 
frefh in our remembrance; we find OMt minds 
engaged, from the beft information we have 
received, and fa^om our own knowledge to 
tefUfy concerning thas our dear and honoura- 
ble friend. 

He was born in Dublin, in the year 1729 : 
his moth^ died when he was about fix years 
old \ 2aid his father foon after, went torefide 
in America. / . 

It is worthy of remark, that, although hie 
. was deprived of many of the advantages which 
numbers of oo^r youth are favoured with, in 
a religious gHarded education; yet he was an 
objeA of the peculiar notice of the Great Pre- 
ferver of men; having, at times, felt the in- 
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comas' of Divine love at fo early a period as 
fcarcely to underftand what it was that fo vi- 
Ated his tender mind : but as' he grew up, he 
gave way to youthful follies and vain amufe- 
ments ; for which he often felt the reproofs 
of inffruftion; but flighted thefe gracious 
vifitations. 

'^ About the age of 18^ he was placed ap- 
prentice in Dublin, where he was much ex^ 
pofed, and fuffered great lofs^ aflbciating 
with the gay and licentious ; and, with them, 
rufhing into iniquity, and indulging himfelf 
inmoft of the pernicious amufements of that 
city. During this j^eriod he was not forfaken, 
being followed by conviftion and remorfe ; 
nor was he fuflFere4 long to run on in th^t 
path, which, with awful -certainty, leads down 
to the chaiidb»er$ of death ) but as in the career 
of vanity and diffipation, he was met with, in 
a memorable manner. 

Soon ^fter his apprenticefliip he came to 
this city, for the purpofe of forming connec- 
tions in bufi^efl : where, as* well ^i on the 
joiirheyi he met fome of his aflbciates 5 an^ 
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agidn gate w^y to irregularities ; yet, having 
in his worft date frequented meetings, and be« 
ing at a meeting for worfhip here, which our 
friends Mary Peifley and Catherine Payton, 
then on a religious vifit, attended ; -the latter 
was enabled to fpeak to his ftate with fuck 
cleamefs and authority, that the witnefs in hi^ 
heart was powerfully reached, and the ftrong 
holds of fin and fatan broken in him. Hap<- 
pily this gracious call was not rejefted; he 
fubmitted thereto with full purpofe of heart, 
and,- in the prime of life, making an unre- 
ferved furrender of his will to the Divine 
will, and turning his back on fenfual finful 
gratifications, he afforded a remarkable in- 
ftance of the blefled effeAs of an entire dedi- 
cation of heart. This precious powerful vifi- 
tation was in the 22d year of his age ; and, 
being through infinite Mercy, preferved in, 
and under it, it was tiot ^rnany months until 
he came forth in the xniniftry, evidently at- 
tended with the baptizing power of the Gof« 
pel i which had fo reaching an efieA on many 
of the hearers, divers of whom had been his 
former companions, that it afiTorded abun« 
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daitf: am(V of humble admnrs^ow add tl^mk* 
falnefs. 

About ithirtftfie, ouf 4Mend WilBam Br<5\fti ' 
airivfed from Actiferica, on a religious vifit to 
thefe nations )- and) not havnfig a-companlon^ 
he, with, the H:oncuwence of his friends, join- ' 
ed and continued with him, thitmgh moft of ^ 
his tifavels in this ^atibn, part^ of England, ' 
Holland and Germany, we believe much to 
their mutual confolation, and to his own efla- 
blifliment* 

In the year 1753, he removed to refide 
within the compafs of Edenderry monthly 
meetings and continued in the exercife and 
improvement of Hs gift. 

In 1757, he was joined in marriage to that 
dignified inftrument Maiy Peifley : tHs con^ 
ne£fion was diffolved within the fhbrf fpace of 
three days; it haviftg^ pleafed the AU-wife 
Difpofer of events ^o^'f emove that valuable 
woman after a few hours ilbiefs. This heavy 
trial he bore with much refignation to the Di- 
vme will, manifef&ig the inwatrd fupport, 
which was aflfbrded him, by the lively exer- 
cife of his gift at her* interment.

Infhe yaar 1760^ be i;^s married to Sarah> 
the daugbter of Jo&ua Beale^ a valuable elder 
of this meeting, and, in her, experienced a 
•tender faithful companion during the remain- 
der of his life. Soon after his marriage, he 
fettled within the compafe of this meeting, 
and, we believe, that it -was under the direc- 
tion of beftwifdom; hisGofpel labours^through 
the Divine bleffing upon them, being very 
dielpful and feengthening to this part of the 
vineyard. 

Having for fevcral years felt a weighty con- 
cern to pay a religious vifit to^ the meetings of 
•friends in North America, with the full unity 
and concurrence of his brethren, he embark- 
ed in the 8th month, 1770 •, and was enabled 
^o viiit the churches generally on that conti- 
nent, to the confolation -and ftrengthening of 
iniany, and to the peace of His owti mind. He 
returned in thell-th month, 1772, and, at a 
fuitable feafon, with great %rokennefs of fpi- 
rit, gave a diffident, tendering account of the 
faid vifit, afcribing all praife to that power 
which had qualified and fent fdrthj and lb 
12 
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^art eHoUfly to him> trondnfied - through the 
various^ piobations' stttendant on fuch a ia^ 
vice. 

He was often engaged in vifiting friends itl 
Aindry parts of this nation; was feveral times 
in England and Wsdes j and once in Scotland 
on the fame account. 

While favoured with healthy he was exem- 
plary in the attendance of our particular and 
general meetings ; and divert times attended 
the yearly meeting in London. Thus he con- 
tinued occupying with his gift at home and 
abroad) until encreafing age and infirmities 
of body, became fome impediment to his hfc- 
bours i|i that line. 

His laft journey was on a vifit to friend? 
in the province of Leinfter, in which be felt 
a concern, to join fome that were appointed 
by the national meeting. In this fervice he 
evidently appeared replenifhed with the love 
and tendernefs of the Gofpel ; fteadi^y mov- 
ing under the cover of it, and bringing forth 
the fruits of charity, patience and meeknefs 
of wifdom. 
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Hairing returned home, he found ihimfelf 
iHn more indifpofed, unable to attend meet- 
ings much afterwards; and, in fome fhort 
time, he was affeAed with a mortification in 
his foot, which put a period to his exiftence 
here. The means and medicines which were 
judged neceflary to be ufed in his cafe, tend- 
ed, in a great degree, to ftupify his mental 
faculties 5 which is much to be regretted : 
but, while reafon and recollection were conti- 
nued, his expreffions befpoke a mind, peace- 
ful, calm and refigned. In this trying ill- 
nefs, he was preferred meek, humble and pa- 
tient : and quietly departed this life the 27th 
of 2d month, 1792, aged 62 years; a mini- 
fter 40 years : and we doubt not, is entered 
into the joy Jof his Lord, and into his Mat- 
ter's reft. 

His remains were interred in our burying 
ground the 2d day of the month following, 
after a meeting previoufly held at the meeting- 
houfe on the occafion, which was gracioufly 
owned by Divine favour, and feveral living 
teftimonies were then borne* 
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JHis minilhry amongft us at heaie isi^as. truly 
cceptable ^pd ;edi(ying, being renepedly.UA- 
,der the precious influence of tb.e (Sofpel, and 
.often^ in coxnt^emoratign of the itianifc3d 
bleffings gracioufly exte^^ded by our bountiful 
Creator : and having himfelf> as he,was.yront 
to exprefs, largely experienced Divine mefrcy 
and compaffion, he w^ much clothed with 
charity towards others. 

He was generally and much beloved ; be- 
nevolent, hofpitable and kind; an affeAi- 
onate huiband^ and a finQere fympathizing 
iriend.
